In all the v ario u s cemeter u s o f 
the land there are Mu O.o o o o f m* « who 
died that o u r co u ntry might no t be to rn 
limb fro m limb.

is no wo nder that the G A H. gels to 
gcther each year to ho no r i1s fallen dead’
